YOUR HEALTH

WITH millions of autos on the street.» 
and highway s, accidents and injuries are 
bound to sp oil the S um m e r fun of many 
families. 
Minor, as well as serious injuries and 
burns, should be tr eated p rom p tl y even 
when y ou are on the road. Are y ou p re 
p ared for such em e rge ncie s ? Most motor­ 
ists are not. 
I strongly advise y ou to c a rr y a first 
aid kit in y our car. You never know when 
y ou or y our kids might need it. 
The A m e rica n Red Cross rec om m e nds 
a kit which contains the following as a 
bare m inim um : 
Six one-inch adhesive b andages, in­ 
dividually w ra p p ed to ass ure sterility ; 
two three inch b anda ge com p re sse s ; one 
s quare y ard of sterile gauze; a tube of 
burn ointment and a tr ia ngula r banda g? 
which can double as a tourniquet. 
A tourniquet won’t do much good if 
y ou d on’t know how- to use it. It might be 
a good idea to clip out the following in­ 
structions on the use of a tourniquet and 
p lace them in y our first aid kit. too. 
Tourniquets should be used 
only to 
halt the severe bleeding of the e xt r e m ­ 
ities 
Knot the tourniquet 
about the in­ 
jured limb. Insert 
a stick between the 
knot arul twist to apply pressure. 
D on’t 
release the tourniquet; 
let a 
p hy sican do that. This is a departure 
from p reviously issued instructions, but 
the Comm it tee on Surgery of 
the National 
R esearc h Council now say s this advice 
is the best. 
Once the tourniquet is applied, don't 
try to warm the limb by covering it with 
ex tra clothing or a blanket. A body part 
deprived of its blood supply will survive 
better at, lower than normal temperature. 
You should, however, elevate the in­ 
jured limb so that it is slig htly higher 
than the trunk of the body 
One word of caution: use a tourni­ 
quet only if other methods fail to stop the 
bleeding. Usually , pressing a cloth di­ 
rectly on the surface of the wound will 
halt tlii flow of blood.
